On  Friday  June  3, 201 1  at  or  about  2036  hours,  officers  assigned  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department's  Fifth  District 
responded  to  the  1 00  block  of  T.  Street,  Northeast  for  the  report  of  the  sounds  of  gunfire.  Upon  their  the  arrival,  officers 
located  the  decedent  unconscious  and  unresponsive  in  the  rear  parking  lot  of  McKiniey  Technology  High  School  (151  T, 
Street  NE)  suffering  from  apparent  gunshot  wounds  to  the  head.  DC  Fire  Department's  ambulance  #21  responded  and 
found  NO  signs  consistent  with  life  and  left  the  decedent's  remains  on  scene.  The  decedent's  remains  were  transported  to 
the  DC  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  pending  pronouncement  of  death  and  autopsy.  On  Saturday  June  4, 201 1  at 
0817  hours,,  the  decedent  was  pronounced  dead  by  Doctor  C,  Revercomb  of  the  DC  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner. 

The  decedent  was  identified  RALPH  DE WAYNE  THOMAS. 

On  Saturday  June  4,  2011,  an  autopsy  was  performed  on  the  decedent's  remains  by  Doctor  C.  Revercomb.  At  the 
conclusion  of  her  examination  she  concluded  that  the  decedent's  death  was  caused  by  a  gunshot  wound  of  head  and  the 
manner  a  HOMICIDE, 

Members  from  the  MPD  Forensics  Services  Division  (Mobile  Crime  Lab)  responded  to  the  scene  and  processed  the  parking 
lot  for  evidence.  As  a  result,  several  Items  of  evidence  were  collected  which  included  four  (4)  .380  caliber  cartridges 
casings. 

As  a  result  of  the  shooting  of  the  decedent,  members  of  the  MPDC  Homicide  Branch  responded  to  the  scene  to  initiate  the 
investigation.  As  a  result  of  that  investigation  several  witnesses  were  interviewed.  One  such  witness  was  interviewed  and 
will  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  W-1 .  W-1  reported  that  it  was  privy  to  a  conversation  the  decedent  and  the  Defendant  OMA 
CRAWFORD  had  earlier  in  the  day  of  June  3,  201 1 .  W-1  reported  that  the  argument  was  over  the  decedent  communicating 
with  Defendant  CRAWFORD'S  wife.  W-1  reported  that  prior  to  the  argument  with  the  decedent  it  observed  Defendant 
CRAWFORD  in  possession  of  a  handgun,  W-1  identified  the  Defendant  as  OMA  CRAWFORD,  who  resides  at^^g 

Landover  Maryland.  W-1  has  known  Defendant  CRAWFORD  for  over  a  year  and  would  see  the  Defendant 
on  a  regular  basis. 

A  second  witness  was  interviewed  and  will  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  W-2.  W-2  reported  that  the  decedent  was  affiliated 
with  a  minor  league  DC  football  team.  W-2  reported  that  earlier  in  the  day  on  Friday  June  3,  201 1  it  had  a  conversation  with 
the  decedent  about  him  getting  in  an  argument  with  one  of  the  piayers.  W-2  reported  that  argument  was  over  the  decedent 
communicating  with  a  player's  wife.  W-2  reported  that  later  in  the  day,  sometime  around  8pm  it  was  in  the  area  of  McKiniey 
Technology  High  School  (151  T.  Street  NE)  when  it  observed  the  decedent  and  Defendant  CRAWFORD  engage  in  a  verbal 
dispute.  Over  the  course  of  the  dispute,  W-2  heard  the  Defendant  state  words  to  the  effect  of  "WE  CAN  HANDLE  IT!"  W-2 
^erted^haMhe^umenUubsidea^nd-appear^d^ 

later,  W-2  reported  that  the  decedent,  Defendant  CRAWFORD,  and  an  unidentified  black  male  walked  off  towards  the 
parking  lot. 

The  events  and  acts  described  above  occurred  primarily  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
were  committed  as  described  by  defendant(s)  listed  ihtjie  case  caption.

After  approximately  three  (3)  minutes,  W-2  reported  it  heard  people  say  words  to  the  effect  of  "get  out  of  the  way,  get  your 
children"  coming  from  individuals  gathered  near  the  football  field,  bleachers  followed  by  three  (3)  gunshots.  W-2  reported 
after  the  initial  shots  were  heard  there  was  a  pause  which  was  followed  by  another  single  gunshot.  W-2  reported  that  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  gunshots  it  overheard  a  voice  it  recognized  to  be  one  of  a  male,  yell  out  "OMAR  NO,  OMAR  NO!"; 
then  followed  by,  TUCK,  FUCK,  FUCK!"  W-2  reported  that  it  then  observed  Defendant  CRAWFORD  run  from  the  parking 
lot  to  the  football  field  bleachers  with  a  small  black  gun  In  his  hand  and  grabbed  a  gym  bag.  W-2  provided  law  enforcement 
with  a  description  of  the  shooter  shortly  after  the  shooting.  W-2  described  the  subject  with  a  gun  as  a  black  male,  18  to  19 
years  of  age,  5-8  to  5-9,  approximately  180lbs,  with  dreadlocked  hairstyle. 

As  a  result  of  the  investigation,  Defendant  OMA  CRAWFORD  was  developed  as  a  suspect.  During  the  interview  of  W-2,  a 
photo  array  was  shown  which  consisted  of  9  nine  color  MPDC  photographs  to  Include  one  of  Defendant  CRAWFORD. 
During  the  viewing  W-2  selected  photograph  #  5  as  the  person  it  observed  argue  with  the  decedent  and  in  possession  of  a 
gun  after  the  gunshots.  The  photograph  selected  was  that  of  OMA  CRAWFORD,  black  male,  with  MPDC  PDtD#  628963. 

A  third  witness  was  interviewed  and  will  be  hereinafter  referred  to  W-3.  W-3  reported  that  it  was  in  the  area  of  McKinley 
Technology  High  School  football  field  when  it  observed  people  start  to  run  for  cover.  W-3  reported  that  it  then  observed  a 
black  male  wearing  a  black  t-shirt  and  black  shorts  raise  and  fire  a  gun.  W-3  reported  that  shortly  thereafter,  the  same 
individual  ran  from  the  scene  with  a  bag  in  his  hand. 

During  the  interview  of  W-3,  a  photo  array  was  shown  which  consisted  of  9  nine  color  MPDC  photographs  to  include  one  of 
Defendant  CRAWFORD.  During  the  viewing  W-3  selected  photograph  #  5  as  the  person  it  observed  fire  a  gun  In  the  area 
of  McKinley  High  School  football  field.  The  photograph  selected  was  that  of  OMA  CRAWFORD,  black  male,  with  MPDC 
PD!D#  628963. 

An  off-duty  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department  was  at  McKinley  Technology  High  School  at  the  time  of  the 
shooting.  The  officer  was  interviewed  and  will  be  hereinafter  referred  to  as  W-4,  W-4  reported  that  while  on  the  football 
field  it  heard  the  sounds  of  multiple  gunshots.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  gunshots  W-4  looked  to  the  bleachers  and  observed 
a  black  male  dressed  in  all  black  with  a  dark  colored  bag  run  toward  the  football  field.  W-4  reported  that  it  then  observed 
the  decedent  shot  and  immediately  broadcasted  a  lookout  for  the  subject  It  observed  running  from  the  scene  and  started 
canvassing  the  area.

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During  the  initial  preliminary  investigation  by  uniform  members  of  the  MPDC  Fifth  District,  officers  gathered  information  and 
provided  a  lookout  for  a  possible  suspect  who  was  observed  fleeing  the  scene  by  witnesses.  That  lookout  was  for  a  black 
male,  wearing  all  black,  dreadlocked  hairstyle,  teens  to  early  20  years  of  age,  last  seen  running  from  McKinley  Technology 
High  School  towards  Eckington  Place.  As  Officers  were  responding  to  the  scene,  Fifth  District  Officer  Pittman  observed 
the  defendant,  who  matched  the  description  of  the  lookout  provided,  running  out  of  an  alley  in  the  1600  block  of  Harry 
Thomas  Way  and  onto  3rd  Street,  Northeast.  Officer  Pittman  drove  up  to  the  defendant  who  had  stopped  to  catch  his 
breath  and  asked  him  why  he  was  running.  The  defendant  stated  that  he  was  "Training"  and  took  off  running  again.  Officer 
Pittman  followed  the  defendant  and  caught-up  with  him  again,  but  this  time  Officer  Richardson  who  was  responding  to 
assist  pulled  up  to  the  defendant  again.  As  the  Officers  were  exiting  their  police  cruisers  the  defendant  fled  from  the 
officers.  Officer  Richardson  gave  chase  and  after  jumping  over  brick  walls,  cars,  and  a  fence,  Officer  Richardson  was  able 
to  stop  the  defendant  in  the  rear  alley  of  the  200  block  of  S  Street,  Northeast. 

Upon  stopping  the  defendant,  other  responding  officers  immediately  set  up  a  perimeter  around  the  entire  neighborhood. 
During  a  canvass  of  the  neighborhood  officers  located  a  blue  Nike  duffle  bag  under  the  back  porch  of  229  R  Street, 
Northeast.  Lying  on  top  of  the  duffle  bag  was  a  black  t-shirt,  Inside  of  the  duffle  bag  was  a  pair  of  football  cleats  and  a  .380 
caliber  semi-automatic  pistol.  (It  should  be  noted  that  where  the  duffle  bag  containing  the  ,380  pistol  was  recovered  is  in 
the  same  area  where  Officer  Pittman  first  observed  the  defendant  running.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  .380  caliber 
pistol  is  the  same  caliber  as  the  cartridge  casing  that  were  recovered  from  the  scene  of  the  homicide.) 

Defendant  CRAWFORD  was  subsequently  transported  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department's  Homicide  Branch  where  he 
was  charged  with  First  Degree  Murder  While  Armed.
